Office Action Summary

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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 1, the recitation "mop swab of elongated ribbons of a wrapper" 
makes the claim language awkward and confusing because of the phrase "of a 
wrapper" here. In other words, it should be clearer as to what or where the wrapper is. 
Claim 1 , line 3, "a center area" should be positively recited since it is unclear what this is 
referring to. 

Conclusion 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Newell and Weichelt are pertinent to mop 
elements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
